“According to those who 
Raymond Roth came to the 
Glades in 1948 after serving in 
the infantry in Europe. During 
the Battle'of the Bulge, he was 
wounded, and awarded the 
Purple Heart. 

Raymond Roth was 24 when 
he moved to the area and 


rented a room for the winter * 


season from Ms. Gladys 
Hooker and set about renting 


small tracts of land from local 
landowners to farm. He farmed 
what he knew, radishes and 
leafy vegetables, doing most of 
the field work himself. For 
several years, Mr. Roth would 
arrive in the Glades in August, 
farm radishes and leafy 
vegetables in the fall, winter 
and early spring and then 
return home to Cleveland, 
Ohio and farm leafy vegetables 
and radishes there with his 
dad. He did this for several 
years. Gradually, he rented 
more and more land to farm. 
He had no interest in growing 
beans or sweet corn, which 
were the dominant crops then 
in the Glades, but had a knack 
for farming radishes and leafy 
vegetables. He concentrated on 
what he knew. 

In 1955, he married Mary 
Libby Hooker. Mary Libby was 
a native Belle Glade girl who 
graduated. from Belle Glade 


High School in 1946 and 
Madison College in 1950. 
Together they had four 


children - Raymond (Rick) Jr., 
Cynthia, Susan ‘and Mary. 
They raised their family in 
Belle Glade, " 

The acreage farmed“ grew 
until he purchased a 40-acre 
tract off Sam Senter Road.

Strong economy continues to spur 
Florida’s growth

Plenty of jobs*and à booming economy made 
Florida's population growth the largest of the 
1990s during the year that ended ‘April 1, 
according to the latest preliminary estimates 
from the University of Florida. 

The Sunshine StatÜs population stands at 
15,307,457, according to the figures compiled by 
UF's Bureau of Economic and Business 
Reseatch. That's a 2 percent increase from the 
1998 estimate of 15,000,475. The 1990 U.S. 
Census showed the state's population at 
12,938,071. 

“During the 1990s, Florida s been topped 
only by Texas in:the number of jobs created,” 
said Stanley K. Smith, director of the bureau 
and head of its population program. "Florida's 
population growth reflects the strong economic 
growth that has occurred since the recession in 
the early ‘90s.” 

Florida's jobs have tended to be concentrated 
in the sérvice sector. Growth has been particu-- 
larly strong im business - and heálth-related ser- 
vices, as well as tourism-related services such as 
.restaurants, bars and hotels and motels, Smith 
said. 

“Agriculture, construction don’t really con- 
tribute that much to job growth,” he said. 


potential for growth in the Tampa Bay area lies. 
in Pasco and Hernando counties to the north. 
The Suncoast Parkway, which will run from 
north Tampa to the Hernando-Citrus count 
line when it opens in 2001, is expected to make 
those counties even more popular as bedroom 
communities for Tampa and St. Petersburg. 

Bottoming out the list as the state's five small- 
est counties were Lafayette (6,961); Liberty 
(7,866); "Glades (9,867); Franklin (10,872); and 
Gilchrist (13,946). 

Although small counties may not attract the 
jobs that latger counties do, they show thi 
fastest growth rates. During the. 1990s, th! 
state's. fastest growing counties - Sumter, 
Flagler, Osceola, Walton, Wakulla and Collier - 
grew at an average rate of more.than 4 percent;

Sumter County, northwest of Orlando, experi- 
enced especially fast growth as a result of the 
arrival of a large federal prison that houses 
some 3,400 inmates counted as permanent resi- 
dents. "However, Smith said, inmates weren't 
only factor behind Sumter's growth. Prison 
employees, as well as people moving in to take 
jobs created by! ‘the prison’s presence also figured 
in.

It's been_a little over three 
weeks since our close call with 
Hurricane Floyd. The storm 
may be gone but the water bot- 
tles, the non-perishable food 
and the plywood -shutters 


remain, 

Especially plywood shutters. 
Drive down just about any 
‘street and you'll see sheets of 
plywood still covering windows 


and doors. My friends in the’ 


fire department recommend 
that you remove the plywood 
and store the sheets in a dry 
location. 

Firefighters are worried that, 
in the event of a house fire, you 
could be trapped inside your 
home. So take off the shutters 
but don't throw them away 
because you may need them 
again. 

This hurricane season is far 
from over While we have 


enjoyed a lul] in the tropics for. 


a few. days, now is not the time 
to let your guard down. 

We are still in the tradition- 
ally active period of the hurri- 
cane season. The 60 days from 
mid-September to mid-October 
is the busiest time in the trop- 
ics. And October is usually 
quite active, too.

Window protection does 
make a difference. Still, some 
folks are confused about open- 
ing and closing windows when 
a storm is approaching.. 

Long-time residents of this 
area argue that opening your 
window just a bit will help to 
equalize the air pressure 
between the interior and exte- 
rior of your home. If you don't, 
the theory goes, your home will 
explode. 

At first glance, the theory 
sounds plausible. But, when 
that theory was put into prac- 
tice during Hurricane Andrew; 
it didn't hold up. 

Dr. Richard Zollo, a professor 
of the University of Miami's 
School of Architecture and 
Engineering, has written a 
detailed report on the structur- 
al performance of buildings in 
Dade County from Andrew. 

Dr. Zollo writes that Andrew 
"provided a laboratory from 
which to gather, analyze and 


report" a. variety of informa- 
tion. Because the damage from 
the storm was “almost exclu- 
sively wind related" it present- 
ed an excellent opportunity for 
research on the effécts of wind. 

The University of Miami 
study concluded that you 
should make your home as.air 
tight as possible so that it can 
act as a "solid block" against 
the wind. When a building has 
an opening, even one as small 
as 5 percent of the wall, the 
wind forces on the walls and 
roof become multiplied. Once 
the wall was breached, the 
report states, many house 
walls and roofs were knocked 
off their anchor supports. 

Dr. Zollo also looked at hous- 
es where homeowners opened 
their windows a bit to "equalize 
the air pressure". The report 
states.than an opening "in the 
leeward or sidewalls of a build- 
ing envelope will tend to 
depressurize the interior and 
add to the exterior pressures 
acting on the windward wall, 
again significantly increasing 
the pressures on that wall." 
Dr. Zollo says that in some 
cases this may have nearly 
doubled the total applied pres- 
sure. 

If it wasn't clear . before 
Andrew it should be clear now. 
Don't open your windows when 
a hurricane is coming. 

And don't throw away that 
plywood. It may come in handy.

FARM FAMILY//from Page 1 
two formed a special relation- 
ship that'was unique and last- 
ed almost 40 years. This rela- 
tionship allowed him to set a 
course toward building a 


radish and leafy vegetable” 


farming enterprise. For a num- 
ber of ‘years, he and Junior 
Smith did it all - from driving 
tractors to preparing the land 
to harvesting the vegetables 
and radishes to repairing the 
equipment. No job was too big 
or too small. 

Raymond Roth maintained 
an office with Fritz Stein at one 
of Fritz’s houses for a number 
of years. Ms. Glazer was their 
office manager and bookkeeper. 
Later they moved into a build- 
ing built by Bobby Hooker on 
Airport Road. In the mid-1960's 
Mr. Roth was part of a group 
along with Sam Knight and 
Fritz Stein who purchased a 
large tract of undeveloped wil- 
low muck land near Twenty 
Mile Bend in the Gladeview 
area and developed it for farm- 
ing. About this time, sugarcane 
had arrived in the, Glades. 
While he wasn't enthusiastic 
about farming sugarcarie, he 
joined with a number of local 
farmers to become one of the 
founding members of the Sugar 
Cane Growers Cooperative 


As his farming operations 
increased in size and intensity, 
he built an office building on 
Airport™Road in 1974.: Ms, 
Glazer continued to manage 
his office and books. Later 
when Ms. Gazer retired, he 
hired Gene Ritchie, who was 
working for a local newspaper, 
to become his office manager 
and bookkeeper, 

Dorothy Graton was also a 
longtime employee who was 
the packing house manager for 
many years. She still runs the 
Roth Farms packinghouse in 
South Bay. 

According to those who knew. 
him, Ray Roth was a special 
person. He was direct and deci- 
sive but well liked by his 
friends and those with whom 
he did business. He loved his 
family, farming, fishing and the 
Glades. 

He died untimely at the age 
of 61 from a heart attack. The 
responsibilities ‘of continuing 
Roth Farms Inc. were thrust 
upon his son, Rick. Roth Jr. 
Rick was 32 when his Dad died. 
He not only continued the tra- 
dition * of growing quality 
radishes and leafy vegetables 
in the Glades but also expand- 
ed the size of the farm and 
variety of crops being produced 
to include sod and rice. 

Mary Libby Roth died in 


December of 1996. 

Rick Roth grew up- and 
attended public school.in Belle 
Glade. He left to &ttend Emofy 


"University. After graduation, 


he returned and startéd learn- 
ing the business of farming in 
the Glades from his dad. Ricky 
worked his way up the chain 
under his dad and ‘Junior 
Smith, learning the various 
tasks associated with growing 
radishes, leafy vegetables and 
sugarcane. He met and mar- 
ried Jeanie and built a home in 
the new community of Welli- 
ngton.. Together they have 
three children, Lindsey, Ryan, 
and Ashley. 

In accepting the award, Rick 
Roth spoke of his love of the 
Glades. He said, “I always tell 
people I live in Belle Glade, I 
just sleep in Wellington."
